MANTEO, . Aug. 17.—()— 


A simple meth a Fe memorial to 
Virginia Dare, the first white child 
of English parentage born in the new 
world, will be dedicaged here Monday 
on the site of Sir Walter Raleigh’s 
ill-fated Roanoke Island colony. 


The dedication marks the celebra- 
tion of the 343d anniversary of Vir- 
ginia Dare’s birth, an event shortly 
followed by the tragic disappearance 
of Sir Walter’s little band of settlers. 


Dr. Archibald Henderson, author 
and professo. in the University of 
North Carolina, will deliver the main 
address. He will speak on “Virginia 

are.” 

The memorial, a gateway erected 
by the United States government, will 
be presented by Captain W. H. Kin- 
dervater, of the United States army 
reserve corps, supervising engineer on 
the construction of the gateway, to 


the Koanoke Colony Memorial Asso- 
ciation, 

Dorothy Pruden, of Edenton, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the associa- 
tion, will formally accept .it. 

Seven days after the landing.of Sir 
Walter’s colon 24 on Roanoke Island 
August 11, 1587, a baby girl was born 
to Eleanor Dare, wife of Ananias 


Dare, and. daughter of John White, 
governor of the colony. 

Virginia Dare lived only to sini 
with the colonists, whose only clew 
left to tell of their fate was the 
word “Croatan” cut in the bark of a 


tree. Croatan was the name of a 
friendly tribe of Indians.

WELLINGTON, New Zealand, 
Aug. 18—(#®)—The British steamer 
Tahiti, in distress three days, went 
down in the south Pacifie today after 
her 317 occupants—passengers. and 
crew—were safely aboard the Ameri- | 
can steamer Ventura. 

The Ventura immediately headed 
for Pago Pago, the American naval 
base in Samoa, to discharge its island 
passengers. Then it will go to San! 
Francisco to land the Americans and | 
Europeans. | 

After leaving Wellington for San 
Francisco, due there August 29, the} 
Tahiti lost its starboard propeller 
and sprang a leak about 460 miles | 
east of Rarotonga,” Cook islands. | 
While the wireless crackled out calls | 
for aid and ships in the waters of | 
the South Seas raced to the position, | 
the large vessel drifted about 60 


miles with a strong current before 
other ships came- up. 

The Penybryn, a Norwegian 
freighter, was the first to reach the 
disabled vessel but passengers were 
not transferred to it because of the 
limited. accommodations. No imme- 
diate danger threatened the Tahiti at 
that time. 

The Ventura, which raced hundreds 
of miles: to aid the Tahiti, arrived 
alongside at 9:30 a. m. (local time) 
today just as a bulkhead gave way 
and the passengers began taking to 
lifeboats. 

The 175 passengers first were 
launched upon the heaving ‘ocean, 
and although they were endangered 
in the heavy swell and by an ap- 
| proaching storm, they were picked up 
| by the Ventura without accident. 
| Meanwhile, the ship was listing 
_badly but the 142 officers and men 
remained aboard, pumping desperately 
to keep her afloat. Eventually they 
were forced to launch boats and go 
to the Ventura. 

The mails aboard the Tahiti suf- 
fered somewhat. Six bags of letters 
were lost during the transfer to the 
Ventura and all newspapers and par- 
cels went down. About 50 other bags 
were water-soaked but were saved. 

Among the ships which headed for 
the stricken ship was the Antinous, 
of the United States shipping board. 

Reports from the Tahiti early yes- 
terday said that all aboard had taken 
to ee before the arrival of 
either the Penybryn or Ventura, but 
later advices said that an order to 
that effect had been countermanded.

“In an address last Wednesday eve- 
ning,” Slaton said, “Senator Harris 
spoke at length about sick mules and 
garden seed, but he did not say one 
word about entangling the United 
States in alliances with fofeign pow- 
ers. I hope he can be induced, before 
the campaign is over, to make clear 
his present position on this vital ques- 
tion. I say ‘present position’ because 
any position he takes is liable to 
change under political pressure.

MEET SHARP DEGLINE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(UN) 
A pronounced dr in retail food 
prices was reported by the labor de- 
partment today. 

A 21-2 per cent drop in July, 
which. may have the effect of stimu: 
lating buying, was seen by some 
economists as a ray of hope for im- 
provement of business condii.ons and 
employment. 

The retail decrease compares, how- 
ever, with a 41-2 per cent drop in 
wholesale prices of foods, mdicating 
the full benefit of tne worldwide 


‘commodity price reduction Las not 


yet been passed on tu consumers. 

Other indicators of business show 
little improvement in general condi- 
tions, although economists h: pefully 
expected the figures for August 
would show an improvement. 

Former President Coolidge’s news- 
paper suggestion for an increase in 
employment at this period was com- 
mented on favorably by several to- 
day, including Representative French, 
Idaho, who said stimulation of confi- 
dence was basic in any successful 
economic improvement. 

Pointing out that part of the un- 
employment is due to displacing of 
men by ow ema a French said that 
if the saving in manpower could be 
distributed so that all could’ work 
less, more would have steady work. 

American Federation of Labor of- 
ficials hope August reports from 
trade unions will show an improve- 
ment over July, when 21 per cent of 
their membership in key cities were 
out of work. No recent estimates of 
the total unemployed, organized or 
unorganized labor, have been made. 

The agriculture department re- 
ported today that prices of one large 
food item, produce, have not de- 
creased, largely because of the 
drouth. Another food item which is 
an exception to the price reductions 
was eggs. 

The labor department's retail aver- 
age is based on everyday food neces- 
sities purchased at. markets in vari- 
ous cities. The estimate is 9 per 
cent- lower than the figure for a 
year ago. 

Economic reports on other phases 
of business indicate building con- 
tracts are increasing somewhat, and 
the drouth’s effect in increasing farm 
prices will be more than offset by 
the reduced buying power of farmers 
caused by reduction of crops.

Tensity of political interest equalling 
that of general election years was 
apparent here today as Springfield 
made ready for the democratic and re- 

ublican state conventions, to open 
Vednesday and Friday, respectively. 

James . Hamilton Lewis, colorful 
democratic nominee for United States 
senator, who has already outlined the 
platform he will recommend for con- 
vention adoption, will be on hand to- 


‘morrow to greet other leaders and 


await the convention opening. 

Mr. Lewis has proposed inclusion 
of a plank in the platform providing 
for state control of liquor legislation 
and another condemning the campaign 
expenditures of his republican oppo- 
nent. 

Unless attempts are made to insert 
a plank in the platform demanding 
repeal of the 18th amendment, which 
many down-state delegates regard as 
too radical, the democratic convention 
is expected to be harmonious, A group 
headed by Anton Cermak, Chicago 
leader, is committed to a repeal plank, 
however, and may demand a hearing. 

Liquor and campaign expenditures 
of Ruth Hanna McCormick, the re- 
publican nominee, probably will pro- 
vide most of the democratic conven- 
tion eloquence. Recalling Senator 
Lewis’ previous term in the United 
States senate, democrats today dis- 
mee slogans which read: “James 

amilton Lewis, the only United 
States senator alive who voted against 
i Volstead act and lives to boast 
of it.’ \ 

The moderate attitude of Lewis ad- 
vocating restoration of state control 
of liquor, without attacking the 18th 
amendment and the Volstead act, 
which he has declared to be broad 
enough to permit a restricted return 
of legitimate liquor, was believed by 
leaders to have been the means of 
uniting the various factions of the 
party, both in Chicago and down state. 

A proposed referendum gn the pro- 
hibition question is expected to play 
a prominent part in the republican 
convention discussion. 

The referendum petition was spon- 
sored by Bernard W. Snow, leader 
of the powerful Cook county repub- 
lican faction. Mrs. McCormick, who 
had the support of various temperance 
organizations in the primary, has not 
endorsed the move. Dry supporters 
of Mrs, McCormick have charged that 
the referendum petition was circu- 
lated to embarrass her. 

Democratic leaders, however, term- 
ed the move “political trickery” in- 
tended to afford wet republicans a 
medium of expressing their disfavor 
for prohibition and of voting for a 
dry candidate at the same time. 


Chinese Factions 
Finance Fighting 
By Heavy‘T axes’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(4)— 
Sources from which funds come to 
finance the constant military opera- 
tions of the various contending ele- 
ments of Chinese rulership have peen 
in part revealed by routine survey of 
American consular operations. 

The cash still is .being effectively 
wrung out of the resources of the 
masses by stringent application of 
“liken,” which is a sort of a customs 
transit taxf/imposed upon every ship- 
inent of goods as it moves through 
every hamlet, city or provincial sub- 
division. 

Frank P. Lockhart, American con- 
s *-general at -Hankow, pointed out 
in a report that the accumulation 
of liken charges frequently totals 
many times the original value of the 
goods, and all is paid by the con- 
sulmer. 

“In January, 1929,” he said, “an 
American firm reported that on a 
case of carbide, valued at $8, the 
taxes levied totaled $15. ; 

“In May, 1929, an American oll 
company reported that its agents 
paid taxes totaling $4.88 on kero- 
sene shipped by water 150 miles, 
when the value of the kerosene 
was $5. 

“The Chinese merchants and farm- 
ers suffer most from the direct taxa- 
tion, although it is reflected in the 
cost of living of all classes. 

“There is a great amount of re 
sentment, but it is seldom openly ex- 
pressed. Chinese psychology is such 
that the masses apparently adapt 
themselves to conditions and resent- 
ment smolders passively.”

“It’s time to stop gloomy talk,” 
he said in an interview with a Con- 
stitution reporter. 

“We have a great many elements 
present that are significant because 
they seem to indicate a fundamental 
b.sis of security and progress for 
the future.

“Money and cred‘.,” Mr. Lewis ex- 
plained, “are plentiful anJ cheap, and 
there is no prospect discernible to 
indicate that these will be changed at 
least within the next six months. 


Needs of Nation. 


“We have 123,000,000 people whose 
wants are established on a high plane 
demand for decent living. They must 
be fed, clothed and entertained. The 
wheels of production have started to 
turn already. 

“Business, after all,” the Detroit 
banker observed, “is not so bad as 
some of us seem to think. In com- 
paring financial statements of vari- 
ous manufacturing industries covering 
the first half of- 1930, we are com- 
paring with the first half of 192 
which, we must remember, was the 
highest point ever attained in indus- 
trial history. 

“Such comparisons,” he continued. 
“necessarily show what might be 
called ‘a falling off of’ business. We 
Americans are prone to doing big 
things in a big way.

A LESSON AND ITS MORAL. 

From Valdosta comes the news 
that the federal investigation into 
the charges of “price-fixing and col- 
lusion’”’ among the tobacco buyers 
in the Georgia market has been 
bootless. Federal Agent Loeb, who 
was sent to Georgia at the request 
of Georgia congressmen, was unable 
to verify the various rumors which 
followed the low prices offered for 
south Georgia’s bright leaf tobacco.

Pope Leo gave him. His’ golden 
shield and s ord were hung- up be- 
side the throne on which the dead 
emperor sat. The throne also was 
one massive chunk of gold, No won- 
der the Emperor Otto, Frederick Bar- 
barossa, Napoleon and Wilhelm 
tried to locate the tomb and seize the 
treasure. Napoleon, we know, was a 
past master at the game of _ .omb- 
rifling. None of these imperial dig- 
gers was successful, however, even 
though they dug holes in all direc- 
tions beneath the Aix parish church.

Class Struggle. 

The class struggle in Russia, Pro- 

fessor Harper believes, is becoming

rise to power of the bolshevists. 


“In Stalin's last speech at the com- 
munist congress, there was a signifi- 
cant paragraph in which the red dic- 
tator pointed out that soviet Russia 
is now “in the period of socialism.” 

“Before, Russia was only ‘on the 
ri to socialism, the concrete expres- 
sion of the new stage is the famous 
fi,:-vear industrialization plan, now 

the end of its second year, and the 


political and economic doctrines under- | 


lying the revolution are being put to a 
real test. 

“The rest of the world appears to 
be much interested in the outcome of 
the experiment but is not, I think, as 
deeply concerned, nor even as vitally 
influenced, as the Moscow leaders or 
as anti-soviet propagandist on the out- 
side like to believe.” 

Professor Harper found the soviets 
had made enormous progress indus- 
trially within the past few years, but 
thought the five-year plan im d ter- 
rific burdens upon the people. 

Much Worse. 

Living conditions, he said, have be- 
come much worse. Prices have reached 
such fantastic levels as to suggest de- 
liberate inflation. In almost all the 
elementary reeds of life an acute 
shortage exists. Bread, méat, sugar, 
butter and other foodstuffs are being 
sharply rationed. 

Lines of people, he remarked, may 
everywhere be seen patiently waiting 
for their allowance of food, They are

American engineers domiciled there 
ever went in want, beeause the goy- 
ernment gives them the preference 
over the native population. 

Serious Winter. 

“The coming winter will be a most 
serious one for the soviets, and may 
well try their entire economic edifice. 
But the crop promises to be one of 
the best in their history and may save 
the situation,” 

Discussing Russia's industrial and 
economic situation, Professor Harper 
said “While the soviets have built 
a number of gigantic factories, grain 
elevators, hydro-electric enterprises, 
and steel and iron foundries, the con- 
struction is not always of the best. 

“Where these factories are actually 
producing the quality in some cases 
is distinctly poor. But still all these 
things may be considered a big ‘plus’ 
to be credited to the account of the 
revolution. 

* “On the political side there are also 
distinct pluses to be noted, but at the 
same time there are disconcerting 
minuses. The younger generation is 
full of enthusiasm, inspired by the 
propaganda of the revolution and less 
sensjtive to difficult living conditions. 
Lack of Skill. 

“On the other hand, machinery an: 
equipment suffer from the lack of 
skill and the revolutionary zeal and 
speed manifested by the young people. 


“The sharpening of the class strug- 


ele that has come in the past two 
years is a new factor in the situation. 
For the communists, the resumption 
of the socialist offensive, with its 
slogan ‘pull eapitalism out 
roots’ is a great positive development.

» CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—(4)—Grain 
prices underwent a sharp all-around 
setback today, influenced largely by 
rains over corn fields in parts of 
Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska anc Kansas. 
Besides, big arrivals of newly har- 
vested wheat at Minneapolis, 1,250 
cars today, led to increased selling of 
Chicago wheat future deliveries, and 


the United States wheat visible sup- 
ply total piled up 8,519,000 bushels 
additional as compared with a week 
ago. Continued uncertainties relative 
to financing of the 1930 Canadian 
wheat crop tended also to pull values 
down. 

Closing quotations on corn were 
unsettled, 23-Sc to 31-4c a_ bushel 
lower than Saturday’s finish. Wheat 
closed heavy 21-4c to 27-3c down, 
oats 11-4c.to 13-4¢ off, and provi- 
sions unchanged to 30 cents decline. 

About the lowest prices of the day 
both in corn and wheat were current 
in the late -dealings. An extreme 
-drop of 31-4c for. corn was witnessed 
at the outset, but the market after- 
ward showed considerable power to 
rally, although the price recoveries 
failed to hold well. Rallying power 
shown in the corn market was based 
on buying that was associated with 
statements from leading crop experts 
that rains would be no help in mak- 
ing dwarfed ears larger, or missing 
kernels more numerous on cobs, or 
make up in any way for the large 
umount of barren stalks. It was 
freely admitted, however, that 
rains would be of great help for late 
grazing and also of some help to fod- 
der in various sections, as well as 
furnishing nourishment to kernels yet 
in a development stage. 

Assertions from unofficial crop au- 
thorities that there has yet been no 
eomplete ending of th: drouth re- 
ceived much attention from corn trad- 
ers. On the ofher hand, word came 
from time to time that rains were 


continuing, notably in parts of Ne-| 
talk | 


braska and Lllinois. However, 
persisted that great quantities of corn 
have failed to pollen’ , so that no 
amount of rain now or hereafter in 
such cases could furnish additional 
kernels, and that improvement of 


corn yields, taken as a whole, would | 


hardly prove of a substantial kind. 
Wheat weakness did much at times 


today fo drag the corn market down, | 


especially in the late dealings. Lack 
of any big export buying was. a 
bearish factor as to wheat, European 
purchases today from North: America 
being only 200,000 bushels. Advices 
at hand said Canada and Russia were 
pressing to sell wheat abroad, and 
the amount of wheat on ocean pas- 
sage showed a large increase both as 
compared with last week and a year 
ago. The United States wheat visi- 
ble supply increase was somewhat 
more than looked for. Oats sympa- 
thized with the weakness of other 
grain.

Acceptance Council reported today.. 

The July 31 total was $222,996,501 
more than the total for the same date 
a year ago. 

The report showed that the volume 
of dollar acceptances began the nor- 
ulal seasonal increase last month, but 
that the increase was wholly due to 
the gain of $53,000,000 in the volume 
of acceptances financing goods stored 
abroad or shipped between foreign 
countries.

The Acceptance Council survey said 
the gain was less encouraging than 
was expected, as it was anticipated 
that new cotton and wheat bills would 
come into the market in substantial 
volume by July 31.

Selling prices were reduced 
last month by General Motors for 
Chevrolet, Pontiac and one or two 
others, evidently to stimulate sales.

The R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Com- 
pany continues to maintain its posi- 
tion as the largest distributor to its 
stockholders, having ‘disbursed 
500,000 in 1929, practically the same 
as in 1928. The American Tobacco 
Company increased its dividend pay- 
ments from $18,785,154 in 1928 to 
$24,253,518 in 1929, and Liggett & 
Myers remained at the same figure 
as in 1928. Last year, according to 
the survey, the Lorillard Company 
again passed its dividend, pending the 
further development of its markets for 
cigarets.

ed for three-fourths of the total of 
554,000,000 pounds of tobacco shipped 
abroad. In brief, the growth in the 
consumption of bright leaf parallels 
that of the cigaret industry.

18.—(#)—Discovery that the 
feminine body stands high tempera- 
ture better than the male has been 
made at Carnegie Institution. 

The finding is said by its author, 
Dr. Oscar Riddle, to be an ‘im@ortant 
part of the processes of nature that 
‘determine sex. 

He finds that high temperature 
slows down male’ metabolism. more 
than female. Metabolism is the 
production of energy. Ordinarily 
from youth to old age male metabo- 
lism produces more energy than fe- 
male, so the Carnegie discovery 
means that the male loses his margin 
of energy superiority when the tem- 
perature goes too high. It was dis- 
closed in five years’ experimenting 
with ring doves and pigeons, but Dr. 
Riddle quotes experiments of several 
other scientists to show that it prob- 
ably applies also to humans. 

e are now able to report ard 
fully establish—for the fizst time in 
any animal—he says in a_ report 
written for the second international 
sex congress, “a differential response 
in the sexes to metabolism measure- 
ments at higher and lower tempera- 
tures,” 

At 68 degrees the males showed an 
energy production of 3.861 calories, 
the females 3,749. When the tem- 
perature was raised to 86 Fahrenbeit 
the male calory production dropped 
to 2,777, going lower than the fe- 
male, which dropped only 2,989. The 
decr.1ee was 281 ~er cent for tbe 
males and 20.3 for the females. 

Dr. Riddle says the male, including 
man, has more red blood cells than 
the female and more of the red _pig- 
ment that gives he color to blood.

They are the various facets 
of basic metabolic difference—each 
stage of which is easily identifiable 
and measurable also as a sex dif- 
ference. They constitute the pri- 
mary sex difference.” 

Dr. Riddle says the metabolism 
differences should lead to better Yin- 
derstanding of the work of those 
scientists who now fix at will the sex 
of some small animals before birth, 
and of those who at will cause sex 
to change or reverse in some living 
things of very simple structure.

But some of the coaches tell me that accidents of this sort are 
becoming more frequent. It is not the fault of the game, but of 
the spirit with which it is played. Since the time when close 
order football and the mass momentum plays were. abandoned 
after a campaign against the ruthlessness and violence of the 
American football game, the sport has become more and more 
ruthless and violent. 

When some of the colleges during the revolt against the ruthlessness 
of the American game took up English rugby as a substitute they made 
it quite as rough a game as the game for which it was substituted. 

In California, Stanford University was forced to abandon the 
American game by order of its president, David Starr Jordan. 
The California “classic” between the University of California and 
Stanford University was transformed into a Rugby game. But 
these two universities with their traditions of rivalry made of 
Rugby a game that np Englishman would have recognized. They 
might do the same thing with soccer football. 

_ To my notion most of the fault lies in the training and in the Spirit 
with which the game is played. Anything is justified to bring in the 
victory. That is an American trait. Whether it is a virtue or a vice in 
sport is still being debated. But is an intercollegiate football game a 
sporting event or a civil war fought without gunpowder? 


CHANCE FOR IMPROVEMENT. 


ST season the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teach- 
ing had its say concerning the subsidization of collegiate athletics, 
particularly football. The effect on the whole was salutary. The men 
in charge of the investigation did the best they could. They gave out 
no names and they made no specific accusations against any particular 
institutions. , 

In some instances they erred, but that was pardonable because 
they certainly meant well. They gave ‘‘clean bills of health” to 
colleges that certainly stretched their eligibility: rules and they 
left insinuations against colleges that really should have been 
given “‘clean bills of health.” The report was in the nature of a 
warning. | 
Of course they have not impressed the old grads, who are still doing 

recruiting duty wherever they may be for the football squads of their 
colleges. The old grads feel that the foundation should have kept to its 
investigation of teaching and turned in a criticism of the American As- 
sociation of College Professors. They have tried to laugh off the report. 

Once more I say that I do not wish to be suspected of writing 
a jeremiad on the subject of American intercollegiate football. But 
it strikes me that if the Carnegie Foundation considers inter- 
collegiate football so important in relation to teaching they might 
look into the matter of injuries, check up on them, and strive 


whose inspired play and batting have spurred all his matesxon to greater 
effort. ‘

Working on the theory that Wil-

This theory. was 
abandoned when it was pointed out 
that the groceries he carried were 
scattered over the sidewalk. Had he 
been in a car, and been forced out, 
the groceries would have been left in 


the machine, it was declared.

U.S. Reclamation Fund 
Now Is $149,200,000 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—@)— 
The nation’s investment toward recla- 
mation of arid and semi-arid lands of 
the west this year reached an aggre- 
gate of $149,200,000. 

Against the amount advanced by the 
end of the fiscal year on June 30 
for storage and diversion of water to 
make the desert productive, a total of 
$91,930,000, or 62 per cent, had been 
returned to the fund from beneficiaries 
living on the reclamation projects. 

As fast as the money spent in con- 
struction of dams and_ irrigation 
works is repaid in annual instal- 
ments by the beneficiaries it is used 
again for construction of other proj- 
ects. ‘ 

When congress passed the original 
reclamation act, in 1902, it provided 
that the fund for reclamation purposes 
be made up from sale of public lands. 
Later it appropriated to the fund re- 
ceipts from sales and royalties from 
mining of coal, phosphates, oil, oil 
shale, gas, sodium and from water 
power licenses. 

From time to time congress has 
changed the plan of repayment. “A 
longer time has been provided for re- 
payment, which lessens the annual con- 
struction charge to the beneficiaries. 

During the fiscal year 1930 collec- 
tions redeposited to the fund amounted 
to $6,350,000 and the governments 
contribution through the various 
sources totaled $3,475,000.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(?)— 
Prohibition Director Woodcock today 
served notice on the personnel of the 
enforcement service that its personal 
conduct is subject_to rigid scrutiny 
and that misbehavior will be pun- 
ished. 

Returning to Washington after a 
two weeks vacation he announced 
five-day suspensions had been ordered 
for two agents who became involved 
with motorists in quarrels over traffic 
rules, 

One of these, Robert F. Myrtle, 
of Milwaukee, attempted to arrest the 
motorist, William A. French, Wood- 
cock said, and when asked for his 
authority drew a gun.

~ Is Reduced to 1,475 


ROME, Aug. 18—(/)—An order 
sheet of the fascist party said today 
that deaths in the earthquake of 


July 23 numbered 1,475, in contrast 
to the previous official total of 2,142.
